FIRST DAY. 

. The Eighty-Fifth Session of the Virginia Annual Confer- 
ence was held in the city of Norfolk, Virginia, beginning Wed- 
nesday, November 19, 1879. 

Bishop W. M. Wightman, presided. 

The proceedings of the Conference were opened with religious 
services, conducted by the Bishop. 

The roll of clerical and lay members was called by the Rev. 
Paul Whitehead, I). D., Secretary of the last Conference.* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and P. A. Peterson, 
Assistant Secretary. 

The hours for meeting and adjourning daily, were fixed at " 
9 o’clock A. M., and half past 1 o’clock P. M., respectively. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed at the second column sup- 
porting the galleries. 

On motion of G. W. Nolley, it was ordered that the Presid- 
ing Elder of Norfolk District, and the preachers stationed in 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Berkeley, and S. N. Brickhouse, of 
Norfolk, be appointed a Committee on Public Worship.

Another communication from same District Conference, le- 
specting the omission of an appropriation to Jamestown Mission, 
was laid before the Conference, and referred to the Conference 
Mission Board. 

Conference took up Minute Questions 20 and 18; and the fol- 
lowing Elders, placed on the superannuated list at the last Con- 
ference, passed in examination ot character:

Rev. J. B. McFerrin, 1). I)., Agent of the Publishing House 
of the M. E. Church, South, was introduced to the Conference, 
and addressed the bod} T concerning our Publishing Interests. 
He also submitted to the Conference the annual reports of the 
Agent and Book Committee, and the exhibit of the business 
manager, which (after reading of the Agent’s report) were, on 
motion, referred to the Committee on Publishing Interests. 

A. G. Brown, agent appointed by the Conference to collect 
the Woodhouse bequest to the Missionary Society of our church, 
reported further collections to the amount of $627.76, which (less 
cost of collection, $62.77), is in his hands. (See Reports.) 

And it was ordered that he pay the same to G. M. Bain, Jr., 
Treasurer of Board of Missions of this Conference, to be by him 
transmitted to the Treasurer at Nashville. 

J. P. Garland, from the Conference Mission Board, reported 
the name of W. A. Crocker to fill a vacancy in the Board, which 
was, on motion, ratified by vote of the Conference. 

On motion, B. P. Warwick was substituted for T. B. Hamlin, 
on the Committee on Publishing Interests. 

George C. Vanderslice and S. S. Lambeth were nominated and 
elected as additional Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion of J. M. Anderson, it was ordered that Henry C. 
Bowles be placed on the supernumerary list, and that his name 
be returned in answer to Minute Question 17. 

Rev. A. W. Wilson, I). D., Missionary Secretary of the M. E. 
Church, South, was introduced to the Conference, and addressed 
the Conference on the subject of Missions. 

The President announced the following Committee to try the

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THIRD DAY. 

Friday, November 21st, 1879. 

Conference met according to adjournment — Bishop Wight man 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Alexandria G. Brown. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

A. G. Brown ottered the following preamble and resolution. 

“Whereas, the history of the Annual Conferences, as given in the General 
Minutes (see Vol. 1st, page 49, and see also Stevens, 2 Vol., page 496, and Lee 
page 118), dates from the year 1785; and, whereas, three Annual Conferences 
were duly appointed and held for that year, viz. : one in Maryland, one in Vir- 
ginia, and one in North Carolina; and, whereas, the Virginia Conference was 
held at the house of Mr. Mason, Brunswick county, Va., May 1, 1785; and, 
whereas, from that date to this, Annual Sessions of this Conference have been 
held within its geographical boundaries, as fixed and defined by the General Con- 
ference of 1796; and, whereas, the records of the Conference ought to date from 
the first Annual Session thereof duly appointed and held in the regular order, 
and not as it now appears, from the date of the General Conference at which its 
geographical boundaries were established ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Bishop be and he is hereby requested to appoint a Committee 
of five members of this body, who shall investigate and report upon this subject 
at their earliest convenience, setting forth what they may consider to be the true 
date of our Annual Conference record, showing the number of its Annual Ses- 
sions, when and where they were held, and giving such other information as they 
may deem necessary to enable us to reach a satisfactory conclusion in regard to 
the true starting point of our Annual Conference history.” 

Which was adopted. 

On motion, George L. Gornt was substituted for F. M. White- 
hurst, on the Committee on Education. 

Conference took up Minute Question 2, “Who remain on 
trial?” and D. J. Traynham, T. 0. Edwards, James Austin, Jacob 

N. Rosser, James W. Stiff, R, 0. Payne, Joseph R, Sturgis, S. 

O. Harris, W. T. Green, George H. Zimmerman, and Charles 
E. Wren, who were received on trial into the traveling connec- 
tion, at the last Conference, passed in examination of character, 
and were severally continued on trial; and it appearing that Jos. 
R. Sturgis and George H. Zimmerman have been local preachers 
three years successively, as well as on trial in the traveling min- 
istry for one year next following, they were severally elected to 
Deacon’s orders; and it was ordered that their names be returned 
in answer to Minute Question 8. 

And it was ordered that James W. Stiff, R. O. Payne, and 
Charles E. Wren shall be examined at the next Conference, on 
the “History of the Organization of the M. E. Church, South.” 

Minute Question 7, “Who are the deacons of one year?” was 
taken up, and R.*M. Chandler, B. F. Lipscomb, Joseph T. Mas- 
tin, John M. Burton, N. B. Foushee, W. H. Edwards, W. 0. 
Waggener, S. H. Johnson, Wm. E. Evans, Nathaniel J. Pruden, 
and Junius B. De Berry, who were received into full connection 
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at the last Conference, passed in examination of character and 
were severally continued as Deacons. 

Minute Questions 4, “Who are admitted into full connection?” 
and 8, “What traveling preachers are elected deacons?” were 
taken up, and Edward G. Chandler, John 0. Moss, William H. 
Riddick, Thomas McN. Simpson, Thomas P. Duke, Richard B. 
Scott, George W. W ray, Abraham B. Warwick, Robert B. Blank- 
enship, Andrew J. Bradshaw, Robert IT. Younger, John C. Ros- 
ser, and John W. S. Robins, who were, at the last Conference 
continued on trial, passed in examination of character, and being 
examined by the Bishop before the Conference, according to dis- 
cipline, were severally admitted into full connection; and (with 
the exception of Thomas MeN. Simpson, who is already a Dea- 
con) severally elected" to Deacon’s orders; and it was ordered that 
their names be returned in answer to Minute Question 8. 

And it was ordered that John C. Rosser stand an examination 
on “Rhetoric” next year. 

R. N. Sledd, President of the Preachers’ Relief Society, made 
the Annual Report of the Society to the Conference. (See Re- 
ports.) 

And, on motion, the following were elected as Directors of 
said Society for ensuing year: 

R. N. Sledd, F. M. Edwards, and J. Carson Watson, of 
the Virginia Conference, and Wm. T. McMullen, of Hertford,

ville, Va., Christopher V. Winfree, of Lynchburg, Va., and Jos. 
H. Dawson, of Norfolk, Va. 

The publication of the Theological and Homiletic Monthly was 
referred to the Committee on Publishing Interests.

J. P. Garland, from the Conference Mission Board, reported 
the name of H. Clay Williams to fill a vacancy in said Board, 
and the nomination was, on motion, ratified by the Conference. 

The President announced the following to compose the Com- 
mittee required by the preamble and resolution offered by A. G. 
Brown, and adopted this morning: Alex. G. Brown, Leroy M. 
Lee, John E. Edwards, P. A. Peterson, and George W. Nolley. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 
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FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, November 22d, 1879. 

Conference met according to adjournment — Bishop Wight man 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by William G. Lumpkin. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read, corrected, and 
approved. 

Minute Question 12, “What traveling preachers are elected 
Elders?” was called, and John E. Deshazo, Paul Bradley, Win. 
W. Lear, Charles D. Crawley, Lewis B. Betty, passed in exami- 
nation of character, and, with the exception of Charles D. Craw- 
ley (whose examination on the course of study was not approved, 
and who was continued as a Deacon in the class of the fourth 
year), were severally elected to Elders’ orders ; but with the un- 
derstanding that Paul Bradley and L. B. Betty shall, at the next 
Conference, pass an approved examination on “Church History,” 
and that Wm, W. Lear shall pass an approved examination on 
“Church History,” and “Powell on Apostolical Succession. 

Minute Question 10, “What local preachers are elected Dea- 
cons?” was called, and Samuel Dutcher, a local preacher of Cur- 
rituck Circuit, and John F. White, a local preacher of York 
Circuit, were severally recommended by the Quarterly Confer- 
ences of these Circuits, as suitable persons to be ordained Dea- 
cons, passed in examination of character, and were elected ac- 
cord in glv. 

Minute Question 14, “What local preachers are elected Elders?” 
was called, but there were no applications. 

Allen L. Archer, formerly a Local Elder of our church, who 
voluntarily relinquished his credentials of ordination in the 
year 1876, applied for the restoration of the same, producing the 
recommendation to that effect of the Quarterly Conference of 
Market Street Church, Petersburg; and, on motion, it was or- 
dered that his credentials be restored to him accordingly. 

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was taken 
up, and John S. Wallace, a local preacher of Gloucester Circuit; 
Jacob B. Askew, a local preacher of Bertie Circuit; Randolph 
Finley Gayle, a local preacher of Monumental (Portsmouth) Sta- 
tion, were severally recommended by the Quarterly Conferences of 
those charges as suitable persons to be received on trial into the 
traveling connection, passed in examination of character, and 
were severally admitted accordingly. 

At the request of Thomas A. Ware, it was ordered that he be 
placed on the supernumerary list, and that his name be returned 
in answer to Minute Question 17. 




And, on motion of A. G. Brown, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

‘'Resolved, That in granting the request of the Rev. T. A. Ware, to be placed 
on the supernumerary list, we tender him the assurance of our Christian sympa- 
thy in his affliction, and of our prayers for the restoration of his health. 

The Committee for trial of the appeal of Rev. T. N. Windel, 
reported as follows. (See Reports.) 

Minute Question 5, “Who are re-admitted?” was called, and 
William R. Smithey, a local Deacon of Boydton Circuit, applied 
for re-admission into the traveling connection, and presented the 
recommendation of the Quarterly Conference of that Circuit to 
that effect, passed in examination of character, and was re-ad- 
mitted accordingly. And it appearing that he has passed ap- 
proved examination on the studies of three years, it was ordered 
that his name be returned in answer to Minute Question 7, as of 
the class of the fourth year. 

James A. Crowder, a local Elder of Gates Circuit, applied for 
re-admission into the traveling connection, and presented the re- 
commendation of the Quarterly Conference of that Circuit to 
that effect; but the Conference declined to re-ad mi t him. 

Walter C. Taylor passed in examination of character, and it 
was ordered that he be placed on the supernumerary list, and 
that his name be returned in answer to Minute Question 17. 

On motion of John E. Edwards and W. E. Judkins, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved , 1 hat we are in hearty sympathy with the movement to carry forward 
to an early completion the Memorial Church in the city of Savannah. Georgia, 
designed to commemorate and to perpetuate the memory of John Wesley, the 
great founder of Methodism in the world. 

Resolved , That we take pleasure in the visit of the Rev. J. 0. A. Clark, D. D., 
LL D., to the present session of our Conference, and that we have heard him 
with interest in his advocacy of the claims of the Memorial Church, which he 
represents, by appointment of the General Conference, upon the support of all 
the branches of the great Wesleyan Methodist family in the world. 

. Resolved, 1 hat we cordially commend the enterprise to the generous contribu- 
tions of the ministry and membership of our church, in the bounds of the Vir- 
ginia Conference; and that we especially invite attention to the forthcoming 
volume now in the press, and soon to be on sale, edited by Rev. Dr. Clark, and 
published in the interest of the Memorial Church in Savannah, under the title 
of the “Wesleyan Memorial Volume.” 

On motion, leave of absence after to-day’s session was granted 
to John W. Hilldrup and Charles D. Crawley, and to James O. 
Moss after Monday’s session. 

On motion of W. E. Edwards, the report of the Committee 
on Education was made the order of the day for Monday at 11 
o’clock. 

On motion, the report of the Committee on Memoirs was 
made the order of the day for Tuesday at 12 o’clock M. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 
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FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, November 24th, 1879. 
Conference met according to adjournment — Bishop Wightman 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Jacob Manning. 

The minutes of Saturday’s session were read and approved. 

L. E. Johnson, formerly a Deacon of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who has been received into our church at Cambridge sta- 
tion, Eastern Shore District, was recommended by the Quarterly 
Conference of said station, as a suitable person to exercise the 
functions of a Deacon in our church; and not being present, sent 
up a certified subscription to our doctrines and discipline, and to 
our ordination vows; and the Conference being satisfied of his 
agreement with us in doctrine and discipline, and also of his gifts, 
grace and usefulness, it was ordered that he be recognized as a 
Deacon of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, without the 
re-imposition of hands. 

A. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, made Report 
No. 1, showing the appropriations to the claimants upon the 
funds of the Board, which was adopted, and the same is as fol- 
lows. (See Reports-) 

A. G. Brown, from the Committee respecting the true num- 
bering of our Conference sessions, made a report, which was dis- 
cussed till the hour for the order of the day arrived.

On motion of S. S. Lambeth, the action of Conference fixing 
the report of the Committee on Memoirs as the order of the 
day for Tuesday at 12 o’clock, was re-considered; and that report 
was made the order of the day for to-day at half past twelve 
o’clock P. M. 

At eleven o’clock A. M., the order of the day was taken up, 
and Wm. E. Edwards, from the Committee on Education, made

second order ot the day having arrived (the consideration of the 
report of the Committee on Memoirs), on motion, the report of 
the Committee on Education was made the order of the day 
for to-morrow morning at 11 o’clock. 

At half-past twelve o’clock, the Committee on Memoirs (through 
Thomas L. Williams) reported memoirs of John W. White and 
Joseph H. Davis, which were read (the former by T. L. W illiams, 
the latter by J. D. Blackwell) and accompanied by appropriate 
remarks. (See Memoirs.) 

On motion, the report was adopted, and it was ordered to be 
published in the General Minutes; and that the names of John 
W. White and Joseph H. Davis be returned in answer to Minute 
Question 19, “What preachers have died during 'the past year?” 

And then the Conference adjourned. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday, November 25th, 1879. 

Conference met according to adjournment — Bishop Wightman 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by John W. Howard. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

A. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, reported for 
the approval of the Conference, the following decision of a ques- 
tion arising in their business : 

“Has a Board of Stewards, at the close of a Conference year, 
the legal authority, under our law, to determine or in any way 
influence the action of their successors in office, in regard to the 
salary of their pastor, or any other item of church expenses for 
the next ensuing Conference year ?” 

Answer — “No.” 

And, on motion, Conference approved the decision of the 
Joint Board. 

On motion, it was ordered that the Joint Board of Finance 
cause to be published 1500 copies of the Minutes of our Confer- 
ence for this session, and that so much of the expense as shall 
not be met by sale of the same, shall be defrayed out of the 
funds under control of the Board. 

A communication from Jas. A. Riddick, respecting the form- 
ing of a “Mutual Beneficial Association,” was laid before Con- 
ference, read, and, on motion, laid on the table for the present. 

W. C. Vaden, from the Committee on Publishing interests, 
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made a report, which was read, amended by striking out all re- 
specting the publication of a monthly paper, including the reso- 
lution at the close ; and then adopted as a whole. (See Reports.) 

On motion of A. G. Brown, Conference took up the report of 
the committee on the proper numbering of our sessions; and, 
on motion, it was ordered that the further consideration of said 
report be postponed until the next Conference, and the commit- 
tee continued for that purpose. 

On motion, leave of absence, after to-day’s session, was granted 
to Jas. F. Brannin, L. Cockerell and W . F. Davis. 

The time for the order of the day having arrived, on motion, 
the order of the day was suspended for thirty minutes. 

P. A. Peterson took the Chair, by direction of the Bishop. 

D. P. Wills, from the Young Preachers’ Educational Board, 
made a report, which was read. Pending its discussion, the 
order of the day was, on motion, suspended until this subject 



should be disposed of. 

E. M. Peterson moved to strike out the third resolution of the 
report. 

At the close of the discussion, 

Bishop Wightman resumed the Chair. 

The previous question was, on motion, called, and the motion 
of E. M. Peterson was carried. 

In place of the resolution stricken out, the following was, on 
motion of A. C. Bledsoe, adopted : 



“That our preachers be requested to raise, by private subscriptions, as far as 
practicable, an amount to assist the Board for the education of young men for 
the ministry.” 

The question was then taken on the other resolutions of the 
report, and the first and second were adopted, and the fourth 
lost. 

A. G. Brown offered the following : 



Resolved, That the President of the Young Preachers’ Educational Board be 
and he is hereby requested to continue hi3 efforts to raise money for the educa- 
tion of young men for the ministry, and that we heartily assure him of our sym- 
pathy and co-operation. 

D. P. Wills moved as a substitute “that we disband the Young 
Preachers’ Educational Board, and discontinue our efforts to ed- 
ucate young men for the ministry;” which was lost. 

And then the resolution of A. G. Brown was adopted. 

And then, on motion, the vote rejecting the fourth resolution 
was reconsidered, and the resolution was adopted, and the report 
as a whole adopted ; and the collection required by the fourth 
resolution taken up. (See Reports.) 
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At his own request, it was ordered that a certificate of loca- 
tion be granted to B. W. Daugherty, and that his name be re- 
turned in answer to Minute Question 16. 

And on motion of B. F. Woodward and J. D. Blackwell, the 
following was adopted : 

Whereas, Rev. B W Daugherty has asked of the Virginia Annual Confer- 
ence of the M. E. Church, South, a location : Therefore 

Resolved , That we recognize in Bro. Daugherty a courteous Christian gentle- 
man, and a faithful minister of the Gospel of Christ. 

Resolved , i hat our brother, by his kindly intercourse and Christian deport- 
ment, has endeared himself to us, and that our prayers shall follow him and his 
family for the Divine guidance, and for the richest blessings of our Lord. 

Resolved , r I hat we cordially commend our brother to the confidence and Chris- 
tian fellowship of any community among whom he may fix his residence. 

And it was ordered that a copy of the same be transmitted to 
Bro. Daugherty. 

The Joint Board of Finance reported the following answers to 
Minute Questions 27 and 28 : 

Minute Question 27 : “What amount is necessary for the su- 
pei an nuated preachers and the widows and orphans of preach- 
ers ?” 

Answer — $6,170. 

Minute Question 28 : “What has been collected on the fore- 
going account, and how has it been applied ?” 

Answer— Amount collected, §5,896 20; applied to superan- 
nuated preachers, §2,554; applied to widows and orphans of 
preachers, $3,051.

MEMOIRS- 

REV. JOSEPH HOOMES DAVIS. 

The Rev. Joseph Iloomes Davis, son of Rev. Williams E. and 
Mary Davis, was horn in Gloucester county, Va., April 13th, 
1809. His early education was a subject of much solicitude to 
his parents. In the academies of Newington (Gloucester) and 
Northumberland, he made some progress as a scholar, attaining 
to considerable proficiency in the Greek and Latin languages, in 
mathematics, and in the ordinary studies of English. Through 
the influence of pious parents, his mind, in very early years, was 
brought under the power of religious truth, and at a camp- 
meeting at Point Comfort, in Mathews county, in the fourteenth 
year of his age, he was converted to God. He connected him- 
self immediately with the M. E. Church. Aided by the counsel 
and pious example of his parents, he was an exemplar, while yet 
a youth, of the purity and power of the religion of Christ. In 
1^33, he was united in marriage with Miss Martha F. Beale, 
daughter of Major Robert Beale, of Hickory Hill, Westmoreland 
county, Ya. Death soon broke the bonds of this happy union ; 
and in the night of that sad bereavement, he was led to consider 
more seriously God’s dealings and designs toward him. Realiz- 
ing more distinctly than ever before the vanity of the world and 
the necessity of entire devotedness to God, his impressions on 
the subject of a call to the ministry, which in earlier years had 
troubled him, now returned with much force. For months his 
mind was tossed by painful agitations in relation to his duty. 
Sometimes the fear of presumptuously rushing into this sacred 
office, added to the desire of continuing his worldly pursuits, si- 
lence the voice of conscience, and again conviction returned 
with such force that he was awed by the “Woe is me, if I preach 
not the Gospel.” While in this perplexity, the Rev. F. Macart- 
ney, of the Baltimore Conference, called upon him, under pecu- 
liar circumstances, to fill an appointment. As the call was con- 
sidered providential, he feared to refuse, and the result of that 
effort determined his course i*n life. At the close of this first 
sermon, a number of penitents came to the place of prayer, and 
several professed faith in Christ. The night following, he 
preached again, and continued the meeting alone with unabated 
interest. In a month or two thereafter he was licensed to preach, 
and was recommended to the Baltimore Annual Conference ; but 
his associations leading him to present his recommendation to 
the Virginia Conference instead, he w 7 as received into that body 
on trial in February, 1836. 
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Thenceforward to the day of his death, through nearly half a 
century, he devoted himself with unfaltering energy to the ser- 
vice of Christ. He received forty-four appointments from the 
Bishops without interference or murmur. 

On the division of the A irginia Conterencc, Brother Davis was 
thrown into that portion set oft as the North Carolina Confer- 
ence; hut his marriage to Miss Ann 6 Turberville Beale, re- 
siding in his native State, and other influences, induced him to 
return to the Virginia Conference. He was ordained Deacon bv 
Bishop Morris, I ebruary 4th, 1838, and Elder by the same Bishop 
in 1840, February 2d. He was thrice elected a delegate to the 
General Conference — in 1850, 1858, and again in 1862. 

During his long ministerial career, our venerated brother filled 
almost every grade of appointment known in our economy. 
Campbell, Albemarle, East Norfolk and Westmoreland Circuits 
were favored with his faithful services. The stations — Washing- 
ton, Newberne and Raleigh, in North Carolina; and Portsmouth, 
Centenary and Trinity, Richmond, in Virginia, were blessed with 
the watchful care of this faithful pastor. For sixteen years, he 
__ ling Elder on the Randolph Macon, Charlottesville, 

Fredericksburg, Rappahannock and Randolph Macon districts. 
Five years he was President of Wesleyan Female College, Mur- 
freesboro, N. C., and one year he was associated with his brother, 
Prof. AV . T. Davis, in the presidency of the Southern Female 
College, Petersburg, Va. 

All these fields of labor received from Joseph H. Davis the 
best efforts of a strong, clear and cultivated intellect ; a pure 
heart and an enlightened conscience. He was firm, some may 
say obstinate, in maintaining his opinions, but he was only loyal 
to his own nature, standing firmly by his own convictions when 
alone, as well as when sustained by the multitude. None who 
knew him would ever suspect him of a want of honesty or of 
godly sincerity in any act of his life. Like Paul and Luther, and 
other men of granite, he would not yield to the mere dictum of 
a thority , but was ever ready to bow to the majesty of 
truth. • 

He was an able minister of the New Testament, a teacher that 
needed not “to be' ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” 
He labored to know the mind of the Spirit, and then, in clear, 
vigorous English, to communicate it to his hearers. He preached 
neither metaphysics, nor science, nor mere human philosophy, 
but the doctrine needed by man — the Gospel of Salvation — and 
with power sent down from on high. Receiving his message from 
God, as on bowed knee he studied the book of his divine com- 
mission, he spoke as one sent of God, and by divine authority 
challenged submission to the King Eternal. * The tendency of 
his preaching was ever in the best direction, convincing the 
mind and stirring the conscience — stimulating to right action. 
In his prime, his preaching was often with great power, remov- 
ing difficulties, scattering darkness, undermining the foundations 
of error, and causing all to see the firmness of the Christian’s 
foundation. 

In his pastoral work, he was truly a model. Conscientious 
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diligent, faithful and honest, yet tender and sympathizing, he 
leaves us an example worthy of all admiration and imitation. As 
a friend, he was true and trustworthy, and his gentle and truly 
gentlemanly manners and wise counsels in the family circle, left 
ever a blessing in the homes he visited. Our beloved' brother 
was truly a man of God, and the deeds of his heroic and noble 
life are a rich legacy to the Church and a cherished heritage to 
his family. “ For six months before his death, he was in feeble 
health, and spoke frequently to his wife of his departure as at 
hand. About two weeks before his death, he preached his last 
sermon from I. John II, 1. May 4th, in the twilight of even- 
ing, he sang his last song, 4 My God, the spring of all mv joys, 
&c. As he sang, his daughters gathered to his room, and though 
the supper-bell rang, none moved till the song was ended. 
When he ceased, he said, 4 Now I have finished my vesper song, 
go to your supper, my daughters.’ From April 26th, he was in 
the hands of the physician. Gradually he grew worse. Wed- 
nesday, May 7th, he was thought better, but he said, ‘no better. 
Thursday his anxious wife, finding his pulse sinking, endeavored 
to revive him, but in vain. With his wife, sons and daughters 
around him, in reply to eager questions, he gathered up his 
strength, and uttered in distinct tones, 44 My Saviour!” . These 
were" his last words. Too weak to speak, he opened his eyes, 
gazed for a few moments into those of his wife, and then closed 
them forever. About 12 M. on that day — Thursday, May 8th 
without a struggle or a groan — so softly that not one of the four 
around him, though watching so intently, could say when his 
spirit fled. All expression of pain passed, as it seemed, instantly 
away, and the placid, almost smiling, calm of sweet repose, fell 
upon the dead face. “Asleep in Jesus! Blessed sleep!” 



REV. JOHN W. WHITE. 

The subject of this memoir was born in Caroline county, Va., 
November 1st, 1808, and died in Southampton county, Va., 
March 12th, 1879, in the seventy-sixth year of his age. His 
parents were pious members of the M. E. Church, who were 
careful in the religious education and training of their children ; 
the early impressions thus made produced their appropriate fruit. 
When in his twenty-third year, he was converted to God under 
the ministry 7 of the Rev. Wm. S. Peyton, July 16th, 1826. He 
soon joined the M. E. Church, and was licensed to preach June 
30th, 1827; received into the Virginia Conference at Raleigh, 
N. C., 1828; ordained Deacon in 1830, and Elder in 1832. 

His educational advantages were not such as are afforded at 
the present time to young men, who now are entering the min- 
istrv; he simply received the intellectual training which elemen- 
tary schools of that day supplied. Disadvantages, however, of 
education, did not deter him from the duties and responsibilities 
of his new vocation. 

His first appointment was Sussex Circuit. The labors and 
sacrifices of an itinerant were much, more arduous and exhaust- 
.ng in that day than in this. Circuits had then as ma ^ 
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twenty-five or twenty-six appointments during the month. This 
heavy work was performed without murmuring or complaint. 

His ministry was continued with unabated activity and zeal 
for a period of fifty years, embracing as spheres of operation, 
both Stations and Circuits; his work, however, was mostly con- 
fined to the latter. Montross, his last field of labor, was favored 
with his services for a term of four years; the last year his health 
failed and rendered’him unable to perform his ministerial duties 
for several months; a paitial restoration of health soon found 
him resuming his work with renewed energy and activity; this 
was too much for a constitution already shattered by disease. 

At the clpse of the year, he left Montross and came to South- 
ampton county to visit old friends, to whom he expressed the 
conviction, that his work was done, and that he was ready if it 
were the will of the Lord, after his report had been made to 
Conference, to die and be at rest. 

During the session of Conference in Petersburg, he could only 
meet with his brethren one day; most of the time he was confined 
to his room. A few days after the close of the session, he re- 
I turned to Southampton county, to spend the residue of his days 

. and die. After a few weeks, there was some improvement in 
health, and his friends were hopeful of his recovery, but in this 
they- were compelled to experience disappointments; soon his sys- 
tem commenced to succomb to the power of disease. 

He was confined, for several months previous to his death, to 
his home, and much of the time to his bed. 

His condition admonished him that his end was drawing 
nigh; his mind was calm and serene; his faith in God unshaken; 
an unclouded future cheered and consoled him; and no lingering 
doubt intercepted th.e bright and heavenly radiance lighting up 
the passage to the grave. He will no longer bear the burdens of 
life with us; but ripe in Christian virtue and graces, he has been 
transferred to a more beautiful world for their expansion and 
growth. 

♦ Our brother received every attention and courtesy that the 

kindness and generosity of friends could bestow. He was appro- 
priately interred near the graves of loved ones who had crossed 
the floods before him. 

He possessed fair ability as a preacher — sound, sensible and 
scriptural — with an intense earnestness inspired by the Holy 
Spirit. Hence his success in building up the Church in 
faith and piety, and in the conversion of sinners. Thousands 
were brought to God through his instrumentality. He was em- 
phatically a man of one work — entirely’ consecrated to God; 
strong in his attachment to the Church of his choice, devoted to 
its doctrine and polity. Naturally, he had a warm heart, gene- 
rous sympathies, and tender sensibilities; modest and retiring 
in manner and habits; grave without being morose. 

His ambition was to glorify God, benefit the Church and 
save the world. May his mantle fall on us, and the recollection 
of the piety, devotion and consistent and useful life of our brother 
be cherished and venerated by his brethren who survive him.

EDUCATION. 

The subject of education never occupied a more commanding prominence than 
at the present hour. It is engrossing the earnest thought and patient considera- 
tion of the leading minds of the age in which we live. Its systems, processes 
and facilities open a field of immeasurable breadth for discursive thought and 
investigation. Your committee, however, would deem it an inexcusable con- 
sumption of the time of the Conference, to enter upon an extended discussion of 
the general topic; and, therefore, we address ourselves, at once, to the salient 
points that more particularly concern the Conference and the Church. 

We rejoice, that within the bounds of the Virginia Conference, there are of- 
fered large facilities through our various institutions of learning, for the proper 
culture of our sons and daughters in all departments of a liberal education. 

Randolph Macon College, situated at Ashland, Va., within easy access from 
all parts of the country, deserves special mention from the important relation 
which it sustains to the general cause of education and the prosperity ot the 
Church. It stands abreast with the foremost colleges ot the State. Its faculty is 
composed of men well qualified for the position which they occupy. Its instruc- 
tion is thorough. Its standard demanded for graduation is a guarantee tha„ the 
diplomas given to the young men turned out from its halls, are true signs or cer- 
tificates of proficiency in the studies which they represent. Besides this adapta- 
tion to the wants of the higher culture demanded by the age, Randolph Macon 
College claims the hearty support and patronage of the church, because of its 
religious character. It is hardly too much to say that a purely secular education 
is no blessing, but an unmitigated evil. It is like building the ship and sending 
it out to sea, without helm or compass, to founder upon the rocks of ruin and de- 
struction. * * 

The truth is, religion and intellectual culture are mutually dependent. Relig- 
ion needs intellectual culture to render its efforts intelligent and effective. In- 
tellectual culture needs religion to give it roundness, symmetry and perfection. 
To combine the two — to surround the pupil, in his toil for the acquisition of 
knowledge, with wholesome religious influences — is one of the great ends con- 
templated in the Institution which we have under consideration. 

Your Commiltee also deem it of importance in estimating the claims of Ran- 
dolph Macon College, upon the support and patronage of our people, to make 
distinct mention of the fact, that it is under the direct control and supervision of 
the Virginia and Baltimore Conferences. In other words, it is a Methodist In- 
stitution, and pledged to the maintenance of the doctrines which are peculiar to 
our Church. We hold nothing in common with a bigoted sectarianism. We 
most cordially affiliate with all the followers of our Lord Jesus Christ; and yet we 
believe that the children of Methodist parentage ought to be educated in the faith 
of their fathers. Fidelity to the Church demands as much. The future prosperity 
of Methodism imperatively requires it. Other churches, within their respective 
limits, are fully alive to the truth which we here enunciate. They are building 
up their colleges, securing the wisest teachers, raising the standard of scholar- 
ship, adopting the most improved methods of culture, and toiling with almost 
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superhuman effort to turn public patronage in the channels which they have 
opened, while, at the same time, they imbue the instruction which they offer with 
the teligious doctrines which they espouse. We have nothing to say against the 
zeal which characterizes their conduct. It is worthy of all commendation. But 
supineness and indifference on our part, when others are alive and active, is sui- 
cidal. We must see to it that Methodists are true to their own Institutions of 
learning, or else a loss of valuable material and intelligent piety will be sustained. 

Another point in connection with the subject before us deserves attention. 
We refer to the vital relation which Randolph Macon College sustains to the 
Methodist pulpit of this and other Conferences. An educated ministry is de- 
manded by the cause of religion in itself, as well as by the peculiar exigences 
of the times God has the right to exact, on the part of those who are called to 
wait at his altars, the best qualification for the work which is assigned them. 
The Church has the right to expect that those who occupy its pulpits, shall be 
able, intelligently and forcibly, to expound the word of life. We need, there- 
tore, an Institution of learning, to supply the means of a thorough, scholastic 
training to those who are called to the work of the ministry, that they may fully 
acquit themselves of the responsibility which is devolved upon them. 

Your Committee is gratified to report that the college, during the present ses- 
sion, is in a most flourishing condition. There are already one hundred and 
twenty-one matriculates, and of these twenty-nine are preparing for the ministry. 
The students are manifesting a most commendable interest in the prosecution of 
their studies. From the President, we learn that the standing of the pupils in 
their respective classes, will average seventy-five :o eighty out of a possible hun- 
dred. 

It is also a source of gratification to your Committee, to be able to report that 
the old debt, which has, for the past several years, so greatly embarrassed the 
operations of ihe college, has well nigh been provided for, in what are deemed 
good and substantial subscriptions. The brethren appointed at our last Confer- 
ence, in connection with the President of the college, have canvassed the State, 
and now report about $17,000.00 on subscription This amount, in connection 
with $4,000 obtained prior to the year 1878, leaves only about $4,000 to place the 
college upon a firm and secure footing. We hope that some means may be 

adopted at the present session of our Conference, to raise this remaining indebt- 
edness. 

In addition to Randolph Macon College, there are several female seminaries 
which your Committee desire to bring to the notice of the Conference. 

The boi thern Female College, of Petersburg, Va., under the Presidency of 
Prof. Williams T. Davis, has long occupied a prominent position among the female 
colleges of the State. It supplies first-class facilities for the education of young 
ladies. The Christian character of its principal, and his long experience in the 
art of teaching, guarantee to its patrons all that can be desired in the way of 
faithful instruction. 

The Farmville College, with the Rev. Paul Whitehead, D. D., as its princi- 
pal, is doing a good work in the cause of female education. Since its beginning 
it has gradually grown in popular favor, and to-day enjoys a liberal patronage, 
aiid looks forward hopefully to the future. Its President and corps of teachers 
are worthy of the confidence of our people. 

Bowling Green Female Seminary, situated in Caroline county, Va. , under 
the management of Mrs. W. T. Chandler, is a school of high grade, and furnishes 
facilities for thorough instruction, connected with wholesome home discipline. 
This Seminary continually grows in prosperity and usefulness. 

The Suffolk Female Institute is also entitled to praiseworthy note among 
the sisterhood of institutions devoted to female education. It occupies a posi- 
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tion in the eastern part of the State, and is presided over by the Misses Finney, 
who have evinced great adaptation to the work to which they are committed. 

Your Committee beg leave to offer the following resolutions: • 

1. That we are gratified at the measure of success that has attended the la- 
bors of the President and the brethren appointed to co operate with him during 
the past year, in their effort to relieve Randolph Macon College of debt; and we 
recommend that such brethren as the President may select, devote at least one 
month during the ensuing year to the same work if necessity demands it. 

2. That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to continue the usual assess- 
ment of $3,000 as an Educational Fund for Randolph Macon College, and appor- 
tion the same among the several districts of the Conference. 

3 . That the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. W. W. Bennett, D. D., Presi- 
dent of Randolph Macon College; Rev. Paul Whitehead, D. D., President of 
Farmville College; and Rev. J. C. Granbery, D. D., Professor in Vanderbilt 
University. 

4. That we recommend the Southern Female College, the Farmville College, 
the Bowling Green Female Seminaiy, and the Suffolk Female Institute to the 
patronage of our people.

Resolved 6, That we request the Presiding Elder of each district to have the 
Sunday School report of this Conference brought formally before his District 
Conference.

PREACHERS’ RELIEF SOCIETY. 

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The report herewith submitted by the Treasurer, Bro. Jas. H* Dawson, will 
give the Conference full information with respect to the financial condition of the 
Preachers’ Relief Society. It will be seen that there has been a gradual but 
healthful growth, and, therefore, increased means of usefulness. What the So- 
ciety has already done for the necessitous among us, and what it proposes to do 
hereafter through all the coming years of our Conference, entitles it to our fos- 
tering care and support.

which latter amount of interest we are, in accordance with a standing order of 
the Board, at liberty to appropriate. 

Having no agent engaged in making personal applications, our list of sub- 
scribers has increased but little. There have been twenty-three additional names 
received, whose subscriptions aggregate a little over $200. For twenty-two of 
these names, we are indebted to the zeal of Revs. J. H. Amiss and T. O. Ed- 
wards, on the Hertford and Gates Circuits. We have about 2000 subscribers, 
whose gross subscriptions amount to a little over $50,000 a large part of which, 
though nearly all is now due, remains unpaid. 

We have, however, cause for congratulation in the considerable sum already 
safely and profitably invested, and in the fact that we can distribute among our 
afflicted brethren several hundreds of dollars every year. Within the last five 
years we have appropriated $1,305 without touching our principal, and every 
year increases our ability in this direction, as we are growing at the rate of 
$1500 per annum. 

We have, as above noted, received the remaining $500 of the bequest of Miss 
L. Brown, of Kentucky — said sum having been promptly remitted by Rev. Dr* 
McFerrin soon after it was turned over to him by the executor of the estate. I 



have received intimations of intended bequests ; and certainly the objects of our 
Association present very strong claims to consideration by those who may con- 
template a charitable disposition of their estates. . 

I have been engaged, by the use of the press and the mails, in the work of in- 
teresting our people, and also of urging collections, with about the usual suc- 
cess. This success, though small compared with what it should be, is still grat- 
ifying. Our advance is steady, and, I trust, will be continuous. 

Accompanying please find vouchers for all accounts, which you will oblige by 
having audited.

YOUNG PREACHERS’ EDUCATIONAL BOARD. 

The President of the Young Preachers’ Educational Board, begs leave to re- 
port, that he has only received in cash, since his last report, the sum of $271.65; 
and with this he has defrayed the expenses of one young preacher at Randolph 
Macon College, and assisted another, leaving in the Treasury the sum of $45.40. 

The same young preacher we had under our auspices last year, we have now 
at Randolph Macon College, and there is another one there whom we have prom- 
ised to assist in part. To do this will require the sum of $200. To raise this, 
we suppose, will be an easy matter, if we take up a collection in the Conference, 
as has been our custom heretofore. But suppose we do this, would this be 
enough for our Conference to do in this very important department of Christian 
work? Can any one believe that this is all that God requires of the great Vir- 
ginia Conference, with her two hundred preachers, and her fifty thousand mem- 
bers? Are we not able with all our other work, notwithstanding all the money 
we are required to raise for other objects, to do more for ministerial education 
than this? We are of the opinion, that no one who intelligently considers this 
subject can come to any such conclusion. 

Then we ought to do better. It is a shame — it is a sin to feel so indifferent, 
and do so little for a cause so important. 

There are numbers of talented, pious young men of our church, who believe 
themselves called of God to the office and work of the Christian ministry, who 
would be glad to devote their lives and their all to the prosecution of this great 
work, if they were only educated, if they only had that degree of intellectual 
training, so important to the Christian minister. But this they have not, and 
there is no possibility that they will ever have it, unless they are helped by others. 
They are too poor to pay the amount of the expense of an ordinary education, 
much less such an education as would intellectually qualify them for what they 
feel assured God and the Church require them to do. 

Now, shall we, or shall we not educate these young men? We need them in 
our own Conference; and other Conferences need them, and we shall continue 
to need them, as long as God calls, and the world is to be saved by the simple 
means of preaching. 
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In view of the importance of this work, and our duty to prosecute it, we must 
adopt some right and feasible plan, by which money requisite to carry it on may 
be annually raised. We cannot think of any other than that of taking up, in all 
our Churches, annual collections for this object. We have tried other plans, 
which answered our purpose for a while, but they are not successful now. The 
plan of public collections, in all our Church* s, is the only one we have not tried, 
and we believe it is the only one that will succeed at the present time. 

We are aware that their is opposition to this plan. We know that some of our 
preachers are unwilling that the annual collections in our Church should be in- 
creased. They seem to think that it would be decidedly wrong to increase them, 
and that it would necessarily lead to evil. We cannot believe this. We cannot 
believe that any person, or any congregation can be injured by giving to a worthy 
c ause. And we therefore consider ourselves as conferring a benefit upon every 
congregation when we afford them an opportunity of giving their money to an 
object, which they are under the strongest obligation to sustain. 

Those who are opposed to increasing the number of our annual collections, or, 
in other words, asking our people for a little increase in their yearly contribu- 
tions. for a most worthy and important cause, might, with some little plausibility, 
or perhaps with some propriety, urge their objection, and maintain tbeir ground, 
if our people were coming up fully to their ability in the contributions they aie 
making in our annual collections. If they were doing this — if they were giving 
fully in accordance with their ability — then it would be very improper and un- 
reasonable to ask them to give more. But are they doing this? No one who is 
competent to reply will answer in the affirmative. 

The whole amount given last year for the three collections ordered by our 
Conference, was only upon an average, about seventeen cents per member, and 
if you add to these the sum given for missions, the average amount would not 
exceed thirty-five cents. Surely this is a very small sum to be paid annually, 
upon an average, by the members of our Church in the Virginia Conference. 

The sum is so small, and falls so far below their actual ability to give, that they 
could not object to our asking them to contribute a few cents more per member, 
for a cause that has so strong a claim upon their charities, and appeals so rea- 
sonably to all their benevolent feelings. We believe that ours is the only Church \ 

in Virginia that does not take up public annual collections for ministerial educa- 
tion. The other churches have long since seen that God sometimes calls poor 
illiterate young men to preach his gospel; and recognizing the fact that the call 
to preach includes the duty to prepare, they take these young men by the hand, 
send them to school, and afford them all the educational advantages they need; 
and they raise the money to do it b) public collections. And might we not profit 
by their example. 

Do we think so lir.tle of ministerial education? Do we regard with so much 
indifference the appeals of young men whom our God has called to the work of 
the ministry? Or are we so poor— so much poorer than other Churches — that we 
cannot afford to do as well as they? 

If we are unwilling to adopt, as our future plan of raising funds for ministerial # 

education, the taking up annual public collections in all our Churches, then we 
would respectfully recommend that we dissolve our “Young Preachers’ Educa- 
tional Board,” discontinue our efforts in this direction, and publish to the world 
exactly how we stand as a Conference upon this subject. 

In conclusion, we would offer the following resolutions: 

1. That we regard education as very important to the efficiency and success of 
the Christian ministry. 

2. That we feel very much interested in our pious, poor, illiterate young men 
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whom God has called to the office atK^fwo^ of the ^hri^tikiL ministry. and be 
lieve it to be the duty of the church t/> coutifylUe money to assisf (Jam in their 
literary preparation. fl *" ^ A / 

3. That we proceed now to take up ^ collection to (fefray^grexpensef 6$8p<fn 
young preachers as are under our ausprees at Randolph Macon Cod^ege, pi* may 
be during the collegiate year.

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THE PHILIP WOODHOUSE BEQUEST. 

At the last session of Cdhference you were informed that as Agent for the 
Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, I had obtained a 
judgment against the executors of J. J. Burroughs, dec’d, for the payment of 
the bequest of $1000 by Philip Woodhouse, late of Princess Anne county, Va. t 
and that I had collected on account of that judgment the sum of $300 51 — all of 
which, less $30 65 — the cost of collection — was paid over as per your order to 
the Missionary Society, through Geo. M. Bain, Jr., Treasurer. 

I have the pleasure of informing you that since then I have collected on the 
same account, the sum of $627 76, which, less the cost of collection ($62 77, or 
10 per cent, of the principal), is in my hands, subject to order. The total col- 
lections to date foot up $934 27, which leaves a balance due on legacy of $65 33, 
with accrued interest to date of payment. I am assured that our attorney, F. 
M. Whitehurst, Esq., to whose fidelity and ability we are largely indebted, will 
not remit his labors, if possible, till the whole of this claim has been collected.

REPORTS OF CONFERENCE MISSIONARY 

BOARD. 



PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

The Board of Missions having carefully considered the results of missionary 
labors for the past year, find cause to bow with reverent and thankful hearts, be* 
fore the Great Head of the Church, and praise Him for the success which has 
crowned the efforts of our brethren on their respective fields of labor; resuits 
that have given glory to God, and saved imperishable souls for whom Christ has 
died, that probably would not otherwise have been saved. The review of the 
work has profoundly impressed the Board with its great importance to the Church 
and to perishing souls in the regions beyond the limits of our Circuits and Sta- 
tions. We feel an humble but full assurance that the money we have expended 
has been wisely and judiciously invested. During the year, some of the mission 
fields have been developed into circuits, which, in a few years, may become self- 
sustaining. The Board finds it necessary to give aid to some of the feeble cir- 
cuits and stations, which are not able to provide support for a pastor. 

We have received reports from the following missions: Piedmont, Lunenburg, 
Dorchester, Madison, Stony Point, Bertie, Chesterfield, South Patrick, Ely’s 
Ford, and the German Mission. 

Rev. G. W. Bailey has been in charge of Piedmont Mission. There are on 
the mission six regular appointments, and in the summer, seventeen appoint- 
ments. The mission lies along the eastern base of the Blue Ridge, embracing a 
territory sixty miles in length and averaging seventeen miles in width. The 
people are poor but kind and hospitable, and thirsting for the waters of life. 
Sixty conversions and sixty additions have blessed the labors of this godly man 
during the year. Many touching incidents are in his report, that would reach 
the great heart of the people and enable the Board to give Brother Bailey a bet- 
ter support, could they be incorporated in the brief report of the Board; but 
want of space forbids. There is but one Church on the charge, but about $200 
have been raised for building a church. The sum of $54.04 has been raised for 
the support of the ministry. 

Rev. R. B. Scott, in charge of West Lunenburg Mission, has done an admi- 
rable work. There are three church buildings on the mission, which have been 
repaired at a cost of $174.61, all of which has been paid; and the hope is ex- 
pressed of adding the fourth church to the work. The belief is confidently ex- 
pressed, that this mission will soon be transformed into a self-sustaining circuit. 
There have been forty conversions and thirty-two additions to the church; seven- 
teen adult and fifteen infant baptisms. There are four flourishing Sunday schools, 
well officered, and numbering 120 scholars 

Rev. J. W. S. Robins has had charge of the Dorchester Mission. His works 
praise him. This mission has two churches, with a membership of eighty-five. 
There have been twenty-four conversions and nineteen additions to the Church. 
An aggregate of $343.45 has been raised, making an average of $4.18 per member. 

Rev. John Bayley, in charge of Madison Mission, gives a most encouraging

report from this field of labor. The work has been arduous and environed with 
many dificulties, but he has been faithful and persevering, and God has abundantly 
blessed his labors. There have been twenty-eight conversions and twenty-three 
additions to the Church. The Board looks forward with confident expectations, 
in the near future, of receiving into the treasury of the Board large dividends 
on its past investments at this point. 

Rev. A. B. Warwick, in charge of Stony Point Mission, does not report as 
favorably as the Board had hoped, from this mission field. But he has done the 
best he could under the circumstances. 

Rev. Wm. Grant has had charge of Bertie Mission, and reports this impor- 
tant work as in a prosperous condition ; and the hope is indulged that this mission 
will scon enable Bertie Circuit to be divided into two self-sustaining circuits. 

Rev. James Bailey, in charge of Chesterfield Mission, reports the healthy 
growth cf the work on this charge. Many of “the poor have the gospel preached 
to them,” who would not otherwise receive the “bread of life.” He has been 
greatly afflicted and hindered in his work during the past year, by the death of 
his wife. There have been twenty-seven additions to the Church during the year, 
and $63 raised for the support of the ministry. 

Rev. D. J. Traynham has had charge of South Patrick Mission. This is a 
large mission field in the extent of its territory, and Brother Traynham has done 
much toward its development. The future of this country, in connection with 
our church, will fully justify the wisdom of present appropriations. 

Rev. Richard Stephens, in charge of Ely’s Ford Mission, makes a favorable 
report of his work, all things considered, and the arrangements now made will 
doubtless develop the work at this point more fully, and give more satisfactory 
results for the outlay of money in the future. 

Rev. G. H. Zimmerman, who has had charge of the German Mission work in 
the city of Richmond, reports but little encouragement for the future of that 
work, and the Board has recommended its discontinuance as a field of Mission- 
ary labor.

We beg leave to incorporate into this report, the following report, presented 
by a Committee appointed by the Board, in regard to a circular letter from Rev. 
A. W. Wilson, D. D., Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, addressed to 
the Bishop and members of this Conference. 

Your Committee appointed to consider and report upon the circular letter of 
Rev. Dr. A. W. Wilson, Secretary of the Board of Missions, addressed to our 
Conference, beg leave to report as follows : 

1. The gratifying fact is stated in said letter that “The field of our operations 
is extending in ail directions , aud that our Missionaries engaged in the Foreign 
work are diligently and successfully using all the means at their command.” 

2. That our Board of Foreign Missions, satisfied with their zeal and fidelity , 
are in full sympathy with their plans. 

3. That our Foreign Board, actuated by prudential motives, have been re- 
strained from making as liberal appropriations to the Foreign work as the Mis- 
sionaries on those fields deem important to the extension of their work, “and 
have only granted enough to enable them to carry on the work upon the limited 
scale already projected.” 

4. That through special local Conference aid, one additional Missionary has 
been added to our China Missionaries. 

5. That the Board has made provision for the addition of one more Missionary 
to our Mexican Border work, being convinced that such provision was eminently 
demanded by the growth of that work. 
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6. That through the noble offering of two brethren — one in Georgia and one 
in Kentucky — the sum of 88,700 has been contributed as special donations for 
the erection of two churches and a boarding school in China, and that, besides 
these, the only appropriations of the Foreign Board for building purposes have 
been $2,400 — all the balance of their appropriations being for the current ex- 
penses of the work. 

7. That said Board have decided — wisely, as we think — not to hazard the cre- 
ation of a debt beyond the probable receipts from our people, for the support 
and extension of our Foreign Missionary work. 

8. That an increase has been made in the apportionments to our Conferences 
for the Foreign work, based upon the fact — first, of the increase of our member- 
ship ; and secondly, upon the fact that the fields are whitening to the harvest, and 
calling loudly to us to enlarge our operations by yet more liberal contributions. 

Such being the main facts before us in reference to our Foreign work, and be- 
ing, as a Board, deeply penetrated with the conviction that the cultivation of the 
Missionary spirit, and the development of liberality on the part of our people in 
the support of both Foreign and Domestic Missions is essential to our integrity 
and prosperity as a Church, we recommend for your adoption the following res- 
olutions : 

1st Resolved , That our Presiding Elders be and are hereby requested not only 
to give special attention to our Foreign and Domestic Missions in their Quarterly 
Conferences, but that they preach at least once a year in each pastoral charge 
upon the claims of Missions. 

2d Resolved, That our Pastors of 'stations, circuits and missions be and are 
also hereby requested to preach upon this subject, and set apart some two or 
more special Sabbath services in their charges, to be known as Missionary days, 
when they will preach upon the subject, and seek to give our people such infor- 
mation as shall serve to arouse them to increased liberality in the support of 
Missions. 

3d Resolved , That our Pastors, as far as practicable, shall foster the formation 
and successful operation of Women’s Missionary Societies in their charges, in 
order to the higher cultivation of the missionary spirit among our people and 
the advancement of our Foreign Missionary work.

Hereafter the receipts of the Society will appear in the Financial Exhibit, ac- 
cording to the plan of the Conference. (See Reports.) 

This Society is auxiliary to the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and its object is to enlist and unite the efforts of our 
Christian women in the work of sending the gospel to their heathen sisters, 
through the agency of female missionaries, teachers and readers. And in view 
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of the fact, that in most of the heathen countries, women are only accessible to 
teachers of their own sex this movement, wisely authorized by our last General 
Conference, has a strong claim to the fostering care and liberal support of the 
Church. Its work is conducted in connection with that of the Board of Missions 
at Nashville, Tenn., and is subject to its advice and approval. All appropria- 
tions are made through the Nashville Board, and with its sanction. It is hoped 
that auxiliaries will soon be formed in all our Circuits and Stations. An eloquent 
extract from the report of the President is appended; 

“We would urge upon our women to be energetic and untiring in their labors 
of love; for, ‘in due season, we shall reap if we faint not/ The subject should 
be often brought before our people, and earnest efforts should be made to enlist 
their sympathies and active co operation. Let each one do what she can, how- 
ever small her offering may necessarily be — she should not forget the beautiful 
commendation our blessed Lord bestowed upon the poor widow who cast in her 
two mites. 

“We would most affectionately and earnestly solicit the aid and co-operation of 
our brethren in the ministry — without it we can do but little in forming socie- 
ties ; and with a small effort upon their part, this most important object might be 
easily effected. We trust they will give the whole subject their prayerful con- 
sideration. 

“Our hearts have been cheered and gladdened by the encouraging news we are 
constantly learning of the wonderful success of our missionary efforts in foreign 
lands; the field is already white to the harvest. We only want laborers. 

“May the Great Head of the Church widen and strengthen this work until we 
shall see the ‘desert rfjoice and blossom as the rose,’ and ‘the knowledge of the 
glory of the Lord cover the earth as the waters cover the sea.’ ”

VIRGINIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

ITS STARTING POINT AND SESSIONAL HISTORY. 



There are three epochs in the history of Annual Conferences in Vir- 
ginia. The first dates from the Conference held at Leesburg, Loudoun 
county, May, 1778 — the first held in the State ; the second dates from the 
Conference held at the house of Mr. Mason, Brunswick county, May, 
1785 — the first held in the State after the organzation of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church ; the third dates from the Conference held at Mabry’s 
Chapel, Brunswick county, November, 1796 — the first held in the State 
after the establishment of the geographical boundaries of the several 
Annual Conferences in the United States. Now, which of these three 
epochs is the true starting point of the history and sessional meetings 
of the Virgiuia Annual Conference? The last is the one in use, but by 
whom was it chosen? When and by what authority was it selected? 
These questions, though agitated, more or less, for many years, have 
never been satisfactorily answered. 

This subject was brought before the Conference at Norfolk by the 
preamble and resolution offered by Alex. G. Brown, and adopted (see 
Journal, page 7) ; it was referred to the committee provided^for in the 
above-mentioned resolution, consisting of Alex. G. Brown, Leroy M. 
Lee, Peter A. Peterson, John E. Edwards and George W. Nolley ; this 
committee submitted an elaborate and carefully-prepared report, which 
was briefly discussed, and then, for want of time (for the Conference was 
hastening to a close), the further consideration of the subject was post- 
poned until the next Conference, and the Committee was continued. 
The substance of this report, with a few additional facts, is appended for 
the information of the reader. 

Report of the Committee. 

The true starting point and sessional meetings of the Virginia Annual 
Conference, is the specific topic presented for our consideration ; and in 
the investigation of this subject, your Committee have been duly impressed 
with a sense of its importance ; for it raises a question of historical ac- 
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curacy, which not only sustains an intimate relation to the work of our 
ecclesiastical fathers — dear to 11 s by a thousand memories — but seriously 
affects the historical relations of our Conference to American Methodism, 
and especially to the glorious Confederacy of Southern Methodist Con- 
ferences. Hence, in performing the duty assigned them, they have care- 
fully consulted the most reliable historical authorities, and the facts 
elicited from these sources have been thoroughly, patiently and delibe- 
rately considered. We respectfully submit the results of our investiga- 
tions for your consideration and approval : 

Conferences from 1766 to 1784. 

From the introduction of Methodism in this country in the year 1766, 
to its organization as a Church in 1784, a period of eighteen years, twelve 
Conferences were held — three in Pennsylvania, three in Maryland, and 
six in Virginia. The first of these Conferences was held in Philadelphia 
in July, 1773; the second and third were held in the same place in 
’74 and ’75. The next two were held in Maryland — one in Baltimore 
May, 1776; the other at Deer Creek, Hartford county, 1777. The 
Conference of 1778 was held in Leesburg, Loudoun county, Va., which 
was the first regular Methodist Conference held in Virginia. The Rev. 
William Watters presided ; Mr. Asbury and the English preachers were 
all absent, kept away by the prejudice against them, growing out of the 
exciting issues of the war of the Revolution. The Conference for 1779 
was held at Broken Back Church, in the county of Fluvanna, Va., whose 
action with regard to the administration of the sacraments to the Metho- 
dist people by their own pastors was highly displeasing to Mr. Asbury, 
and to many of the preachers and people. The Conference for 1780 vva 3 
held at Mannikin Town, Powhatan county, Va. For 1781, it was held 
in the city of Baltimore, Maryland. And for 1782, ’83 and ’84, it was 
held at Ellis Chapel, Sussex county, Va. Thus it appears, that of the 
twelve Conferences held during the first eighteen years of American 
Methodist history, six were held in Virginia, and five were held in the 
territory subsequently assigned to the Virginia Annual Conference by 
the General Conference of 1796 ; which (pardon the digression) contained 
at that time about one half of all the members of the Methodist socie- 
ties in this country. And it is historically true, that as late as the year 
1784, when the Methodist Episcopal Church was organized, of the 
14,980 members in society, as many as 13,381 resided south of Mason’s 
and Dixon’3 line. See Stevens’ History, vol. 2, p. 132. 

Status and Relations. 

Now, during all these years, Methodism in the United States was not 
a Church, but Methodist societies in connection with the Rev. John 
Wesley. Hence, it was governed by no specific form of ecclesiastical 
law ; but by the authority of Mr. Wesley, through ministers of his own 
appointment; and its pastors were not ordained ministers of the Gospel, 
but lay-preachers. Hence, they were not permitted to administer the 
sacraments to their own congregations, but preachers and people were 
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required to receive them at the hands of others. Such was its ecclesias- 
tical status and relations up to the close of the year 1784, when the first 
General Conference was held (called the Christmas Conference, because 
held in the Christinas week). 

Distinctive Characteristics. 

This point closes the first historic period of American Methodism. Let 
us pause a moment, and looking back, inquire, What were the distinc- 
tive characteristics of the twelve Conferences preceding the formal or- 
ganization of the Methodist Episcopal Church in the winter of 1784? 
Their minutes are briefly published in the first volume of the General 
Minutes, from page 5 to page 49, under the heading, “Minutes of Some 
Conversations between the Preachers in Connection with the 
Rev. John WESLEY.’ , This is their official designation. They pos- 
sessed, of themselves, no legislative authority ; and their proceedings, un- 
less approved by Mr. Wesley, had no legal character or value ; their 
authority to act was in all cases derived from Mr. Wesley, their consti- 
tutional and legal head. Having, of themselves, no legislative or 
legal authority, their proceedings were literally “ Conversations ” in 
regard to their great work.* They were convened at the call first of Mr. 
Rankin, and then of Mr. Asbury, who were the authorized assistants of 
Mr. Wesley in supervising the societies in America. Their sessions were 
held in first one State and then in another, and each one, wherever held, 
was the Conference, not for the State in which it chanced to be held, but 
for all the societies in the United States, and adjourned sessions were 
frequently held for the convenience of Mr. Asbury and the preachers- 
Hence, none of these were, strictly speaking, Annual Conferences , and no 
Annual Conference , as now, or heretofore, recognized in our ecclesiastical 
nomenclature, can date its annual sessions from any one of these Con- 
ferences ; and it conclusively follows, that though six of these Conferences 
were held in Virginia, and five of them were held in the territory sub- 
sequently assigned to the Virginia Annual Conference, yet it would be 
obviously inadmissible to claim any one of them as the historical starting 
point of this Conference. 

Organization of the Church. 

We now approach the most interesting and important period in the 

! history of American Methodism. The war of the Revolution, which 

had seriously retarded its progress, was over ; the independence of the 
United States had been confirmed by the peace of 1783; and the 
authority of England, both civil and ecclesiastical, was at an end in this 
country. Thus, the quasi-connection of the Methodist “Societies” with 
the Church of England, and, indeed, their relation to Mr. Wesley, their 
recognized founder and head, who was a minister of that Church, and 
devotedly loyal, both to the Church and the throne of England, was 
providentially dissolved. Mr. Wesley, as was bis wont in all things, 

*N. B. — Prior to the death of Mr. Wesley, the proceedings of the English Con- 
ference were of the same character and are similarly designated^ 
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promptly recognized the Mighty Hand of God in this matter, and took 
measures, on the application of the American “Societies,” to organize 
them into a separate and independent Church. To carry into 
effect the proposed organization, a General Conference of all the preachers 
was called, to meet in Baltimore at Christmas, 1784. Sixty out of the 
eighty-three preachers, then in the traveling connection, attended at the 
appointed time. At this Conference, it was unanimously agreed to be- 
come a separate and independent Ecclesiastical Body, under the denom- 
ination of The Methodist Episcopal Church. Dr. Coke and Mr. 
Asbury were appointed Bishops, or Superintendents, as they w T ere first 
called. Mr. Asbury and a number of the preachers were ordained ; the 
articles of religion, as drawn up by Mr. Wesley, were approved, as the 
scriptural symbols of our faith ; a form of Discipline for the govern- 
ment of the Church was adopted, and henceforth, Methodism, no longer 
known as the Methodist “Societies,’’ in connection with the Rev. John 
Wesley, went forth as a Church, organized and equipped for her great 
work in spreading scriptural holiness through these lands. 

Annual Conference History Begins. 

Now, just here, on the adjournment of the First General Confer- 
ence, begins the history of “ The Several Annual Conferences.” 
(See General Minutes, 1st Vol., page 49.) Prior to this, the proceedings 
of the Conference (for there was but one) through all the preceding 
years of its history, are headed, “Minutes of some Conversations 
BETWEEN THE PREACHERS IN CONNECTION WITH THE Rev. JOHN 
Wesley.” But from this time the heading is, “Minutes taken at 
THE SEVERAL ANNUAL CONFERENCES OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
Church.” This change of phraseology in the heading of the Minutes, 
was not accidental or unmeaning. No ; it was demanded by the change 
which had taken place in the ecclesiastical status and relations of Amer- 
ican Methodism. Henceforth Methodism was a Church — not “ Socie- 
ties;” and its yearly Conference sessions were Annual Conferences 
— not conversational meetings of the preachers in connection with theRev. 
John Wesley. As Annual Conferences, they were integrant members 
of the Ecclesiastical Body of “The Methodist Episcopal Church ;” 
their sessions were held, not by the Assistants of Mr. Wesley, but by 
the Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church; their members w 7 ere 
not lay preachers, but regularly Ordained Ministers, duly author- 
ized to preach the Gospel and administer the sacraments to their congre- 
gations ; and their proceedings were not advisory conversations be- 
tween the preachers in connection with the Rev. John Wesley, but the 
LEGAL AND AUTHORITATIVE ACTS of “The SEVERAL ANNUAL CONFER- 
ENCES of the Methodist Episcopal Church,” having the constitu- 
tional right, as constituent members of the “ Body Ecclesiastic,” to 
make and execute its laws. 

Conferences from 1784 to 1796. 

This year, 17 # 85, three Annual Conferences were duly appointed 
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and held : One at Green Hill’s, in North Carolina, beginning April 20th ; 
one at Mr. Mason’s, Brunswick county, Va., beginning May 1st; and 
one in the city of Baltimore, beginning June 1st. An equal number 
was held in 1786 and ’87 ; in 1788, there were seven ; in 1789, eleven ; 
in 1790, fourteen ; in 1791, thirteen ; in 1792, seventeen ; in 1793, nine- 
teen ; in 1794, fourteen ; in 1795, seven ; and in 1796, seven. 

Now, mark you, these Conferences were not adjourned sessions of the 
same ecclesiastical body, as were the Conferences held in the same eccle- 
siastical year, prior to the formal organization of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. No, they were the “several Annual Conferences.” Hence, 
their proceedings appear in the General Minutes, under the heading, 

“ Minutes taken at the several Annual Conferences,” and in 
reply to the question, “ Where shall our next Conferences (rot Confer- 
ence, as before) be held ?” the places and dates of their several annual 
sessions are given. And as this is an important point, we beg your at 
tention to the fact, that Jessee Lee, in his “Short History of the Metho- 
dists,” has numbered and recorded them as separate and distinct Confer- 
ences, and on page 118, referring to the year 1785, he says: “This was 
the first time that we had more than one regular Conference in the 
same year. For a few years before this, we had two Conferences the 
same year; but they were considered as only one — begun in one place 
and adjourned to another. Now there were three (that is, three reg- 
ular Conferences ) and no adjournment.” 

The testimony of Mr. Stevens is to the same effect. He says, Yol. 2, 
page 494: “ Down to 1785, the two or more annual sessions were under- 
stood to be but one Conference, holding adjourned meetings. But 
the Church, invigorated by its more thorough organization, now rapidly 
enlarged, and its Conferences multiplied, and they were no longer 
considered as adjourned sessions of the same body but the several An- 
nual Conferences.” 

Recapitulation. 

Hence we claim that the history of the Annual Conferences, as a dis- 
tinctive form of Conference organization, distinguished from the General 
Conferences on the one hand, and the Quarterly Conferences on the 
other, dates from the origin of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as a 
separate and independent ecclesiastical body ; which, in the language of 
Mr. Stevens, “ forms the legitimate starting point of all the 

REMAINING HISTORY OF AMERICAN METHODISM.” 

We have shown that this view of the subject, which to our minds is 
self-evident, is fully authorized and sustained by the General Minutes, 
which is the highest official record of the Church, specially prepared for 
the Church, by her own duly appointed and approved agents ; and that, 
the testimony of the General Minutes, on this point, is strongly corrob- 
orated by the explicit statements of our most reliable historical authori- 
ties. 

Remarks. 

And now, standing upon this sure foundation of fact and argument, 
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let us briefly review this second historic period of American Methodism, 
calling special attention to three remarks of great value and importance, 
under which many subordinate and apparently conflicting facts, may be 
very readily classified, explained and harmonized. 

1. The legal powers and jurisdiction of the Annual as distinguished 
from the General Conferences were not determined until the General 
Conference of L92, which was the first session of the Quadrennial 
General Conference. Prior to this, the Annual Conferences were both 
legislative and administrative bodies. Hence, grave questions of leg- 
islation were sometimes submitted to them ; and to avoid, as far as pos- 
sible, the delay and inconvenience of separate Conference action, joint 
sessions were sometimes held of two or more Conferences. This, how- 
ever, was inconvenient and troublesome. Hence, all legislative powers 
were transferred to the General Conference; and since then, the juris- 
diction of the Annual Conferences has been limited to purely admin- 
istrative matters. 

2. The Annual Conferences were not assigned to definite territorial 

\ boundaries until the General Conference of 1796. Then these bounda- 

ries were definitely, though not unalterably, fixed and defined. We repeat 
not unalterably ; for the very next year a new Conference was organized. 
Since then, changes have been made at almost every session of the 
General Conference, with respect to their names, their number and their 
boundaries. These facts however, are only incidental to the early 
history of the Annual Conferences. I hey are by no means essential 
to their existence, as a distinctive form of Conference organization, which 
antedates all General Conference action in regard to the gt o^ranhical 
limits. " C ° 

3. The word Annual was not legally affixed to their names until the 

General Conference of 1816. The History of the Disciples, by Ptobert 
Emory, page 110, says, “To avoid repetition, it is here stated, once for 
all, that throughout the Discipline of 1/92, the Annual Conferences 
are called “District Conferences in 1796 “District” was changed 
to ‘Yearly,” and that to ‘Annual” in 1816.” Thus, it appears that, 
technically, there were no Annual Conferences until 1816; but that 
substantially they have existed under all of these technical changes. 

Now who would plead this mere technicality as against the substantial 
truth of history? And it plead against the Conferences from 1784 to 
1796, would not the argument be equally good, as against those from 
1796 to 1816? And thus applied, would it not be equally untrue to 
the substantial facts of history in both cases? 

The Virginia Annual Conference. 

Leaving you to reflect upon these suggestive facts, let us ask, What 
is the true starting point of the history and sessional meetings of the 
Virginia Annual Conference? Tour Committee would express the 
decided opinion that May 1st, 1785, is the true sessional starting 
point of our Conference. In support of this proposition, we beg your at- 
tention to the following very obvious reasons: 
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First. The first meeting of a Conference, for regular Conference pur- 
poses and for the transaction of regular Conference business, duly ap- 
pointed and held by competent authority — when thus assembled — forms 
the starting point of the Body, and fixes the date of its origin. 

Second. The first meeting of the Conference now known as the Vir- 
ginia Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, South, was duly ap- 
pointed and held by competent authority at the house of Mr. Mason, 
Brunswick county, Va., beginning May 1st, 1785. Dr. Coke and Bishop 
Asbury were present, and the regular business of the Annual Confer- 
ence was then and there transacted. 

Thirdly. From that date, May 1st, 1785, a session of this Con- 
ference has been held year after year, in regular consecutive order, by 
competent authority, and within the geographical limits subsequently as- 
signed to it by the General Conference of 1796. When and where these 
consecutive sessions were held is duly recorded in the General Minutes, 
and need not be mentioned in this report, except as to those in contro- 
versy, which are as follows ; Lane’s Chapel, Sussex county, April, 1786 ; 
Rough Creek, Charlotte county, April, 1787 ; Petersburg, June, 1788; 
Petersburg, June, 1789; Lane’s Chapel, Sussex county, June, 1790; 
Petersburg, April, 1791 ; Lane’s Chapel, Sussex county, December, 
1791;* Manchester, November, 1792; Petersburg, November, 1793; 
Mabery’s Chapel, Greensville county, November, 1794; Salem, Meck- 
lenburg county, November, I795.f 

Fourth. In accepting May 1st, 1785, as the true starting point of our 
Annual Conference history, we are sustained by the general analogy of 
Annual Conference records. For example, the Baltimore Annual Con- 
ference dates from that year. Hence its last session, held March, 
1879, is recorded in the published minutes as the ninety-fifth. 
Hence it appears to be ten years older than the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference, when, in fact, these two Conferences are precisely the same age. 
The Virginia and the Baltimore Annual Conferences were born the 
same year, and in the history of American Methodism they stand side 
by side, at the very head of the list of Annual Conferences. Why not 
conform our Conference Journal to this historic fact? The Baltimore 
has done so; why not Virginia? 

Take the South Carolina Conference, whose last Annual Session is 
published as the ninety-third. It does not date from the time when its 
geographical boundaries were fixed. No, its first Annual Conference 
session, held in Charleston, February, 1787, at which Dr. Coke and 
Bishop Asbury were present and presiding, is claimed as the true start- 
ing point of its history. Hence it dates from this time and its last 

*Two sessions were also held in 1841, viz., at Lynchburg, in January, and at 
Portsmouth, in November. If this did not destroy its character as an Annual 
Conference in 1841, why should it do so in 1791? 

f Conferences were held elsewhere in Virginia, but not within the territory sub- 
sequently assigned to our Conference, except two very short sessions, one in 
Hanover and the other in Caroline, which were held purely for the convenience 
of a few preachers. But those given above, are the sessions in regular succes- 
sion, by locality, membership and position. 
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session appears in its published minutes as the ninety-third. Why 
should we not do likewise? Why should we not claim the first session 
of the Virginia Annual Conference, regularly held May 1st, 1785, as 
the true starting point of our Annual Conference history? Why should 
its date be fixed s^ven years later than that of the South Carolina Con- 
ference, when, in fact, the Virginia Annual Conference was duly ap- 
pointed, organized and held, at least two years before her sister Confer- 
ence of the Palmetto State came into existence? Your Committee are 
well satisfied that the date of our Journal not on!} r violates all the analo- 
gies of the Annual Conference records of American Methodism, but is 
also strangely in conflict with the indisputable facts of history, and if 
not wholly arbitrary, rests upon a principle that we should not approve. 

. Resolutions. 

In consideration of these premises, your Committee would respectfully 
submit for your adoption the following preamble and resolutions, to wit : 

Whereas, We believe that the first session of a Conference, duly ap- 
pointed and held by competent authority, fixes the date of its origin, and 
I forms the starting point of its sessional history ; and whereas a session 

of the Conference now known as the Virginia Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was duly appointed and 
held by Bishops Coke and Asbury at the house of Mr. Mason, in 
Brunswick county, Virginia, May 1st, 1785; and whereas from that day 
to this a session thereof Iras been held in regular consecutive order, year 
after year, within the geographical limits assigned to it by the General 
Conference of 1796 ; Therefore, 

Resolved , That the Secretary of the Conference be, and he is hereby 
instructed, to conform the Conference Journal to these historical facts, 
numbering this as the ninety-fifth session of the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference. 

Resolved , That the history of this subject, as above recited, shall be 
entered on record and published in the Conference Minutes.
